With regard to claims 10 and 11, according to original claim 10, the message queue receives a detailed receipt. According to amended 
claim 10, however, the message queue may or may not receive a detailed receipt. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

With regard to claims 1-7, the Gateway in Kelly is connected to a third network type, i.e., a virtual network involving the PSTN, Webphone 
clients, and Webphone agents. 

With regard to claims 8 and 9, no third network type is discussed in the specification. The outbound resource is therefore not described as 
being adapted to communicate with a third network type. Therefore, the specification does not describe a "second server," as described in 
claim 1, as dialing a destination fax, paging a terminal, or delivering a notification message. 

With regard to claims 12-14, the specification fails to define "rates," "resources," or "cost." The term "rate" when applied to a "resource" 
could mean "data rate," and the "cost" could involve several criteria such as capacity requirement and hop count. The only example of 
"cost" or "rate" appears in TABLE 8; there the example is "dollars per second, etc." But this example pertains to a "rate" for a particular 
city, as stated in TABLE 8, and it is unclear from the specification whether Applicant intends a "resource" to be a city. 
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
